“On or about tlie 20th of May. 1861 
* baud of Indiana came down through 
Comanche county on one 
of 
their 
Mealing and killing raids. 
Nat Tatum lived at this time on 
W arren’a creek, near the Hamilton and 
Gomanche county line, hut in Ha mil* 
ton county, and I lived one mile be­ 
low Tatum’s. About sunset my wife 
and I went to the cow pen to attend 
to the cows. Shortly after our arrival 
a t the pen, I heard a whistle on the 
hill near by, but said nothing, until 
my wife called my attention to it. I 
told her It was a “bird" to keep her 
from being »cared. 
Abont that time I 
heard 
another 
whistle on the opposite side of the 
creek. We had only one child and It 
'was about nine months old, and was 
altting on a blanket inside the field. 
When I heard the second whistle 
I told my wife to get the balie and 
we wonld go to the house, and leave 
the cows until 
morulug, as it 
was 
growing dark. My horses were hob­ 
bled, and were between the house and 
lot grazing. I caught them and put 
them In a aide room of ray dwelling 
house. 
I was 
about 
out of 
bullets, and 
while I watched my wife mould more 
for me the Indiana came to the yard 
fence. They made several trips to my 
house during the night trying to get 
my horst**, and shot some arrows at 
my dog in the yard. 
This was a dreadful night for me 
and mine. 
I could hear Indians at ail 
times and in every direction until two 
• ’clock next morning, and did not know 
at what moment they might attack 
the house and either -murder or earry 
kato captivity my wife and bn he. 
About two o’clock the Indians left, 
crossing the ridge south of me, to 
Tatum the evening liefon* had 
rounded up and salted his horsees.

heard them round up the horses, but 
heard nothing more. 
At day light I saddled my horse and 
htartcd to Tatum's. 
I met him in the

I told him what had occurred and 
he returned to his home immediately 
1# inform ids father and brother.

After leaving my wife at t’nele Zaek 
•tedam ’s, he and his son Henry join­ 
ed me, and we immediately returned 
and met Uncle Hilly, Nat and Tom 
Tatum on South Mesquite, one mile 
south of my house, where the Indians 
had rounded up the horses. 
These six men constituted our army. 
We then elected officers and started 
•ci the trail. Tin* Indians had made 
direct for the Hoover knobs, in Ham- 
Ebon county. Near the knobs we found 
•ue horse which had been killed by 
the Indians. 
From here the trail led 
to the head of Mountain creek, thence 
to the head of Cowhouse. 
From here 
we trailed north in the direction of 
the head of

creek.

county, where we camped

wight, just eight miles from where we 
crossed the mountain at the head of 
Cowhouse. 
Next morning we took tin* 
trail, which led through the gap in

Recently, in

demonstrate what could lie done in tin* 
way of canning meats Miss Malone 
canned an entire iieef, the work re­ 
quiring one day, but it was well done 
and when finished 
the 
result 
was 
something like one hundred cans of 
fine beef in various forms, put up in 
such way that it will be wholesome 
and a real delicacy 
opened 
at any 
time of the year from now until next 
Christmas day, or next year for that 
matter. Every particle of the meat 
was ustsi and the bones were ground 
into splendid chicken feed. Thus the 
lesson of economy Is a valuable one

State rights and federal regulation of 
various lines of business. 
Of course, a governor of Kansas 
cannot declare war or make peace. 
Congress wields the war-making power 
for all the states, even the one made 
famous by sun-flowers and suffrage. 
And, of course, the United States Sen­ 
ate cannot fix farm rents. Also, any 
«aie who favors Federal regulation of 
the ordinary relations of citizens can­ 
not be upholding States rights. But 
this is the day of confused political 
principles. That candidate 
for state 
offiees should make their campaigns 
on questions belonging to national gov­ 
ernment, while cadnidaate« for Con­ 
gress discuss such questions as belong 
to the States is not remarkable. Up 
in Kentucky, artillery companies and 
armored automobiles are used to keep 
order in strike districts, and folks who 
approve their use are convinced that 
nations do not need armies or navies. 
Some of us in Texas who look upon 
martial law as a necessiity in domes­ 
tic administration insist that the quar­ 
rels of nations will cease when they 
are disarmed. 
Democrats assail the policies of the 
President, and at the same time, sup­ 
port a measure which would place the 
country’s educational institutions under 
control of a cabinet member. Republi­ 
cans, having secured authority as pro­ 
fessed opponents of “usurpation >of 
power,” pass the Dyer Bill. 
The day of confusion will pass. The 
country is too young, too strong, its 
people too sensible for us to doubt 
that. We need not take too seriously 
the yes-and-no platforms, nor wax pes­ 
simistic if local candidates run on in­ 
ternational issues and men seek elec­ 
tion to Congress on their attitudes

CONFERENCE MAKES NEW 
ERA IN WORLD CONCERNS 
(YYTaoo Tim es-H erald.) 
I 11 the W ashington dispatches ap­ 
pearing in this paper you r<*ad the fol­ 
lowing : 
Tin* American state departm ent 
in W ashington from now on will 
1h* a center of international a f­ 
fairs. 
The TJnitit't} States govern­ 
ment has been mad«* the hoad- 
quarters for official notifications 
nnd other machinery for carrying 
out the various treaties concluded 
in the conference. 
From a broader aspect, also, the 
American government has been giv­ 
en the role of international lead- 
<*rsliip in promoting world peace 
through the provisions of the con­ 
ference treaties. 
Practically all of the treaties of 
the conference provide for future 
international conferences in some 
form or another, to meet world 
problems, and many observers to­ 
night saw a definite realizatidta of 
President H arding’s plans for an 
“association of nations” throi 
periodic international conferei 
Those are r«»snlts to cause rejofrinfc. 
W ashington 
virtually 
becomes 
the 
world eapital w ithout the loss of sov­ 
ereignty to any country 011 the face 
of ihe earth. 
This is in striking con­ 
trast 
to 
th at 
other 
arrangem ent, 
know*n as the League of Nations, w ith 
its capital at Geneva. 
The W ashing­ 
ton Conference sets up no super-state 
and yet w hat was done will be fa r 
more effective for the w orld’s peace. 
A fter all, m oral suasion is far more ef­ 
fective than binding contract, which 
fact, we fear, was lost sight of by 
those who were indignant because the 
United States senate refused to ra t­ 
ify the Versailles treaty. 
The result 
of the W ashington Conference gives 
us a different 
perspective; 
we can 
now see it^, clearer outline how it is 
possible to prom ote the world’s peace 
w ithout the tieing of anybody’s hands 
or the hobbling of any body’s feet. 
AH the world w ants peace. 
But a per­ 
m anent peace can lie had only by re­ 
spect, for the sovereign rights of every 
country; any abridgment of sovereign­ 
ty at once defeats the purpose of those 
laboring for the world’s peace. 
The 
Washington Conference makes a new 
era in world concerns; it promote* 
the world’s peace without setting up 
a world government
